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Town Manager's Report 


Administration 

Murray M. Stanhope retired from the Office of Town Clerk and Treasurer after 
ten years of dedicated service. | would personally like to thank Mr. Stanhope for 
his able assistance that he gave me and the Town. 

In the Town Office, Philip Warren has replaced Murray Stanhope. Barbara 
Chase has replaced Alyce Sawyer as Deputy Clerk, and Linda Boyd has replaced 
Dale Drisko as Secretary-Welfare Assistant. 

Mr. Al Boudreau, our Tax Assessor, reviews property values periodically to 
ensure that the fairest values possible are used in tax assessments. Mr. 
Boudreau works at the direction of the Board of Assessors, who set the policies 
used, and acts on all abatement requests. 

During 1982 we changed our tax billing to a computerized system. A com- 
puter was purchased jointly by the Town, S.A.D. #68, and Foxcroft Academy. 
The computerized tax billing system provides more information to the taxpayer 
and enables us to prepare the bills more efficiently. 

Our Town Office continues to offer vehicle registration and re-registrations. 
Protection 

Our Police Department continues to operate under the able direction of Chief 
Green and Sargeant Dyer. A backlog of unsolved cases, written reports man- 
dated by the State, and more complaints generally, all contribute to the greater 
demands being placed on our law enforcement officers. 

Twenty-four hour police protection, with one officer on duty at a time, is the 
rule; however, it frequently becomes necessary to call in an extra officer for 
assistance. 

Public Works 

Mr. Robert Ladd, our Public Works Foreman, has done an excellent job in 
overseeing the daily operations of the public works crew. Our crew consists of 
11 full-time employees, including the Landfill Operator and the Ground Foreman. 

In 1982, the public works equipment was improved by rebuilding a 1975 
dump truck and by replacing a 1973 four-wheel drive, three-quarters ton truck 
with a new one-ton, four-wheel drive dump truck. 

The following roads and streets were paved in 1982: Mechanic, Winter, 
Cherry, Hancock, Forest, Dwelley, Lancaster, Paul, Whittier, West Maple, 11/2 
miles on Foxcroft Center, Steadman’s Landing, and 1/2 mile on the Range Road. 
The paving of these roads and streets were paid for through the property tax, the 
State Local Road Assistance Program, and Federal Revenue Sharing. 

Pleasant Street was reconstructed from Union Square to Court Street. The en- 
tire length of Pleasant Street, including the sidewalks, was paved. The cost of 
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this work was paid for by Town and State balances remaining in the State Aid 
Road Program, which has since been phased out. 

Our Public Works crew finished a sewer project which was started in 1981. 
With the completion of a new sewer line and storm drain on Mechanic Street, we 
have eliminated many problems in that area and have made a substantial begin- 
ning in our sewer line reconstruction plans. 

Solid waste continues to be a nagging problem. The course of action which we 
choose to follow will now have a great influence on us for years to come. We are 
presently faced with the decision of joining other towns in Piscataquis and 
Penobscot Counties in developing a waste-to-energy facility, or to continue and 
expand our existing landfill. The County Commissioners have hired an engineer- 
ing firm to address this issue for Piscataquis County towns. 7 
Public Facilities 

Central Hall is now completely insulated on the first floor level. The heating 
system has been disconnected on the second floor, thus prohibiting its use in the 
Winter. In 1982 the installation of vinyl siding was completed. 

At a special Town Meeting in August of 1982, the Town voted to purchase the 
“Qld Bank Building” at Union Square. This building houses the Older American 
Center and the FHA Office. With Money remaining in the Older American Center 
Account and the State Energy Conservation Grant, we have made improvements 
to the heating system, lowered the ceilings, and insulated the walls and ceilings. 
In the future we intend to make needed repairs to the roof and windows. 

The Public Works Garage has fully insulated walls, new insulated overhead 
doors, overhead fans, two new furnaces, and more efficient lighting thanks to 
the same grant program that helped insulate Central Hall and the “Old Bank 
Building’. 

A new maintenance building was constructed in the Dover Cemetery on 
Vaughn Street. This will enable us to remove a smaller building used for this pur- 
pose, thereby eliminating an eyesore located centrally in the cemetery. 

The Dover-Foxcroft Hockey Association contributed untold hours in fund rais- 
ing and actual construction of a new public skating rink at Fairview Avenue. The 
Town Public Works crew prepared the site and installed the sewer and water 
lines to the facility. The entire rink and building were constructed by volunteer 
labor and donations through the Hockey Association. Our thanks to that 
organization and to all those who helped make this project possible. 

Moosehead Manufacturing, in an agreement with the Town, is in the process 
of installing hydroelectric generators at the Upper Dam in the Power House adja- 
cent to their mill. When this facility begins producing power, the Town will 
receive a percentage of the money earned. 
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Finance 

In 1982, the Selectmen addressed the issue of the Town's cash flow. It is ap- 
parent that in the future the Town must find a way to receive property tax money 
earlier in the fiscal year, or else be willing to pay the extra cost necessary incur- 
red by borrowing money in anticipation of tax receipts. In the past, we have been 
able to cover this cost through investments; however, it is unlikely this benefit 
will continue due to the changes brought about by lower interest rates. In ad- 
dressing this issue, an Article has been placed on the 1983 Town Meeting War- 
rant. 

Although the departmental accounts for the year ending December 31, 1982 
showed an overall deficit, the Town ended the year in a favorable financial condi- 
tion due to more revenues being received from various sources than expected. 

The Town ended the year 1982 in a favorable financial condition, with a cash 
Surplus of $98,242.53 as compared to $95,829.15 in 1981. 

During my five years as Town Manager, our Board of Selectmen, the Advisory 
Committee, and the various Town committees have addressed difficult issues in 
a logical and constructive manner. However, | have learned that the best | can 
promise is a definite maybe.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and 
account groups of the Town of Dover-Foxcroft, Maine for the year ended 
December 31, 1982. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and accordingly included such tests of the ac- 
counting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered neces- 
sary in the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of general fixed assets and ac- 
cordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally accepted 
accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, with the exception of the omission of a statement of 
general fixed assets, the aforementioned financial statements presents fairly 
the financial position of the various funds and account groups of the Town 
of Dover-Foxcroft, Maine at December 31, 1982, and the results of operations 
of such funds and the changes in financial position of the Enterprise Funds 
for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental schedules are related information pre- 
sented as Exhibits A-E and Schedules 1-14 are not necessary for a fair pre- 
sentation of the financial statements, but are presented as additional 
supplementary data. This information has been subjected to the test and 
other auditing procedures applied in the examination of the financial state- 
ments mentioned above and in our opinion is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole.

Notes to Financial Statements 
December 31, 1982 
Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town of Dover-Foxcroft operates under a Selectmen-Manager form of 
government and provides the following services: general administrative 
services, public safety (police, fire and ambulance), highways and streets, 
sanitation, health and social services, culture-recreation and education. 


The accounting policies adopted by the Town of Dover-Foxcroft conform 
to generally accepted accounting principals as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant policies: 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the town are organized and operated on a fund basis 
utilizing the three categories - governmental, enterprise and fiduciary. Each 
fund type is an independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing 
set of accounts recording cash and/or other resources together with all re- 
lated liabilities, obligations, reserves, and equities. The various funds 
are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, using the three basic 
fund categories and four basic fund types. 


Governmental Funds 


1. General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of the 
town. It is used to account for all financial transactions not properly ac- 
counted for in another fund. 


2. Special Revenue Funds - Special revenue funds are used to account 
for the proceeds of specific revenue sources(Other than special assessments) or 
to finance specific activities as required by law or administrative regulation. 
The Federal Revenue Sharing account is reported under this fund type. 


Enterprise Funds 


Enterprise Funds are used to account for the financing of services to 
the general public where all or most of the costs involved are paid in the 
form of charges by users of such service. Enterprise fund revenue and expense 
classification are similar to business operations in the private sector and 
are recognized in the period in which they are incurred (accrual basis). 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held by the 
town as trustee or agent. Each trust fund is treated for accounting meas- 
urement purposes in a manner similar to either a governmental fund or an 
enterprising fund. Expendable trust funds are accounted for in essentially 
the same manner as governmental funds. Non-expendable trust funds are ac- 
counted for in essentially the same manner as enterprising funds. 


Account Groups 


"Groups of Accounts" include one used to record and control, in a 
separate self-balanceing group of accounts, the town's unmatured general 
"long-term debts". 
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The Town of Dover-Foxcroft has not maintained a record of general fixed 
assets and, accordingly a statement of "general fixed assets", required by 
generally accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial 
report. 


Basis of Accounting 


The "basis of accounting" refers to the point in time when revenues, 
expenditures or expenses(as appropriate), and the related assets and liabil- 
ities are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. 
In other words, the "basis of accounting" determines the timing with which 
the accounting system recognizes transactions. 


All governmental funds are expendable trust funds are accounted for 
using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recog- 
nized when they become measurable and available as net current assets. Ex- 
penditures are generally recongized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exception to this 
general rule include (1) accummulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other 
employee amounts which are not accrued, and (2) principal and interest on 
general long-term debt which is recognized when due. 


All enterprise funds and nonexpendable trust funds are accounted for 
using the accrued basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they are earned and their expenses are recognized when they are incurred.

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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT 


CLERKS RECORD OR CERTIFIED COPY, PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. The State 
Registrar and Clerk of a municipality shall not permit inspections of records of 
birth, marriage, and death; Marriage intentions expected, or issue of certified 
copy of a certificate relating thereto, or to parts thereto, unless he is satisfied 
that the applicant therefore has a direct and tangible interest in the matter 
recorded. The decision of the State Registrar or Clerk of a municipality is subject 
however, to review by the Superior Court, under the limitations of this chapter. 
The town clerks shall, upon request, supply to any such qualified applicant a cer- 
tified copy of the record of any birth, marriage or death, registered under the pro- 
visions of this chapter, upon the payment of a fee of $2.00 to be paid by the ap- 
plicant in advance. 

For any such search of the files and records where no certified is made, the 
fee shall be $2.00 for each hour or fractional part of the hour for time of search, 
Said fee to be paid by applicant in advance. The town clerk’s record of any birth, 
marriage or death of a duly certified copy therefore shall be prima facie evidence 
of such birth, marriage or death in any judicial proceeding.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 1982 


This has been an eventful year at the library, with many changes and addi- 
tions. Two of the major additions were the gifts made by anonymous donors of a 
brand new microfiche reader with a microfilm reader attachment and 27 reels of 
microfilm covering the Piscataquis Observer from 1838 to 1920. We sincerely 
thank these donors for items which are already getting frequent use. 

Another change and addition was the landscaping work done at the rear of the 
building and around the parking lot. A long row of cedar trees was planted which 
will give us a nice cedar hedge and add to the beauty of our building. Again this 
year the Miosac Club and Bragdon’s Flower Shop planted the flower beds and 
great care was given them by Martha Rollins. Many of the striking bouquets in- 
Side were the gift of Eva Smith of South Dover and caused us to bone up on our 
plants to answer the questions concerning them. 

Other additions have come about due to staff changes. In January, Miss Mary 
C. Kimball, children’s librarian for many years, suffered a bad fall and this 
resulted in the return of Barbara Lockwood, this time as children’s librarian. In 
July and August, Ernest Flanders and Myrtle Nelson retired and Archie Lyford 
was hired as custodian. 

We received gifts and in memoriam books from the following sources: Helen 
Campbell, Maine State Library, Wayne Champeon, Louise Smith, George 
Dunham, Piscataquis Childbirth Association, Patricia Wallace, Madelyn Betts, 
John Ellery, Robert Weymouth, Debra Nguyen, Parkman Bahai Group, Bowdoin 
College, Frederick Hillman, Dr. Frasz, Mary Lockwood, Christian Science Socie- 
ty, Janice Speed, Kathy Spielman, Barbara Goodwin, Melvin Spencer, Price 
Freeman, Barbara Shepherd, Irving L. Stevens, John Smith, Denis Rooney, 
Donne Carleton, and some anonymous gifts. 

Two trust funds were also added to the library this year. The Matthew and 
Ruby Williams 50th Anniversary Book Fund and the Martha Woodbury Kurth 
Book Fund. 

Two paperback book racks also were given to the library this year. The first, 
for the children’s room, was a gift of the J.J. Newberry Co. and Mrs. Wilma An- 
drews. The second, for the adult section, was a gift from the Federal Trust Co. of 
Waterville and obtained through the aid of the Strout Realty Agency. 

We circulated 40299 books for the year and accessioned 999,372 of which 
were adult fiction, 352 adult nonfiction and 275 children’s books. The children’s 
section held a re-registration this year and a total of 401 children’s cards were 
issued for the year. The sum of 247 adult cards were added. 

A class in library administration was held at the library, sponsored by the 
Maine State Library and the Maine Library Association. Various teams of staff 
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members attended regional meetings on grant funding, weeding and building a 
Maine collection as well as attending two Small Public Library Association 
meetings, in Orrington and Greenville. 

Staff members for this year were Mrs. Shirley Surette, Librarian, Mrs. Myrna 
Alden, Assistant Librarian, Mrs. Barbara Lockwood, Children’s Librarian, and 
Miss Isabel Buck, Library Aide. Mr. Archie Lyford is custodian.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


TO THE CITIZENS OF DOVER-FOXCROFT: 

The year 1982 enabled the Police Department to benefit from several changes 
in personnel and new equipment. 

In the early part of the year, the department hired two females as part-time 
patrol officers. After a normal and successful probation period for new officers, 
the women were assigned to regular patrol shifts. They are competent additions 
to the department, taking full responsibility and charge in all police functions. 
They dedicate themselves to whatever police action necessary. One officer, in 
assisting the State Police, was instrumental in the apprehension of two out-ot- 
state felons fleeing in a stolen vehicle. After a long chase from Greenville to 
Dover-Foxcroft, the pursuit ended safely at the officer's location. 

One female officer resigned very recently for personal reasons, but her profes- 
sionalism and dedication to her job were well established. 

The four full-time members of the department are now all certified police of- 
ficers as mandated by the State of Maine. State required certification was gained 
through the intensive three (3) month training course at the Maine Criminal 
Justice Academy. They continue to take advantage of courses offered to update 
their police awareness. Officer Cyr attended an extensive two-week Illegal Drug 
Identification and Investigation Course at the Police Academy. The program was 
presented by the Federal Drug Enforcement Agency and included presentations 
and practical exercises from a variety of nationwide agents and experts. Sgt. 
Dyer is scheduled for a photography course in the spring at the Academy. Full- 
time officers now receive further training at a minimal cost to the town. Training 
programs, such as these, promotes high expertise and professionalism in our of- 
ficers and therefore better service to the public. 

The seven (7) part-time reserve officers are involved now with 20 other of- 
ficers from other county departments in a 100-hour school directed by the 
Academy. Officers are attending each week on their own time and receiving in- 
struction in law enforcement with practical hands on experience a part of the 
curriculum. The instruction will continue weekly until May of 1983. Full-time of- 
ficers are attending some segments for refresher purposes and updating on new 
procedure and interpretations of law. 

We received a new “moving radar’ unit in 1982. Many citations have been 
issued for excessive speeds in such areas as school zones and highway travel. 
Court appearances have been required for offenses such as 50 mph in 25 zones 
and 90 in 50 mph zones. We hope to keep speed down which in turn contributes 
to less accidents. 

Drug sales and usage in town and in the school continue to be a nagging pro- 
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blem. Several arrests were made in 1982 in cooperation with otner departments 
through long-term investigation. We continue to work together in bringing about 
more arrests and confiscation of illegal drugs. 
The new shopping complex on the Guilford road has increased our complaint 
log-from shoplifting arrests, security alarms and other police related incidents. 
We still maintain a 24-hour, 7-day patrol, rely on citizen information for repor- 
ting danger and assisting other persons, offer what assistance is in the scope of 
police work, and will continue to maintain safety levels for the general care and 
welfare of the community.
